Tlieir softness prevents the straps of tin 
snowshoes from galling the feet, and tin 
leather is both porous and warm.

not tanned, but “ skamoyed,” the proc­ 
ess which all races, civilized or savage, 
use when preparing wild beasts’ skins 
for use as clothes other than boots. 
But the finest of all these soft leathers 
are the deerskins us« *d f« *r gloves. Noth 
ing is quite equal to this material for 
the purpose, and when genuine it is tin 
most expensive of any. 
Reindeer skin, 
fallow’ deer skin and that of the fawn 
of m a n y of the American species are 
used. “ E lk ” gloves are not deerskin at 
all, but an imitation. Much of the deer 
skin is made into “ white leather” in 
the same way that parchment, sheepskin 
and vellum are prepared for special pur 
poses. 
The white buckskin is used for 
leather breeches and m ilitary gloves, all 
m ilitary tailoring being of the most ex 
pensive* m aterial.— London Spectator.
